River at Pitteburg, which has the long- 
est span in.the world—something over 
800 feet. 
Mr. Hodge called on Mayor Wells last 
week and submitted a list of references.

The engineers will receive as compensa- 
tion 5 per cent of tHe cost of the bridge.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—Representa- 
tive Tawney, chairman of House Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, attacked the 
program for naval increases today, at- 
tributing the present Japanese agitation 
to the desire to have the naval program 
adopted. 

He declared that there was no danger 
ef trouble between Japan and the Unitea 
States and that without a naval base 
in the mid-Pacific, Japan could do little 
damage to this country. 

He contended that Japan could not im- 
pose a farthing more of tax without cre- 
ating a revolution in that country. 


Mr. Tawney in his remarks predicted | 


a deficit of $126,000,000 for the present 
fiscal year and of $143,000,000 for. the 
next year. 

Replying to Mr. Tawney, Mr. Hep- 
burn of Iowa found reason for the in- 
crease of the Navy in the warlike char- 
acter of the American people. Every 
generation of Americans has had its war 
and possibly the next generation would 
have its ‘war, he said. 

Considering the bill section by section, 
the House approved the plan to build 
two battleships of the most powerful 
type. This was done after voting down 
amendments providing for fo  battle- 
ships and for one battleship. 

The House overwhelmingly refused to 
strike out the provision for five tor- 
pedo-boat destroyers.

GMELICH PLACE 


Gains 59 Votes in Sixteenth 
Ward, Loses 20 in Seven- 
teenth and Eighteenth. 


Jacob F. Gmelich, Republican candi- 
date for Lieutenant-Governor, geined 
59 votes in the legislative recount of the 
ballots cast in the Sixteenth Ward Fri- 
day, and lost 11 in the Seventeenth and 
9 in the Eighteenth Ward. The morn- 
ing’s work left him 199 votes the gain- 
er over the figures given him in the 
official count, aside from the 183 dis- 
puted Twelfth Ward ballots. 

Fourteen of the 18 wards which have 
-been counted are Republican wards. The 
Sixteenth, known as “Boots” Brennan's 
ward, is Democratic. 

The original returns in the Sixteent:1 
Ward, which is the. stronghold of the 
Miles-Brennan combination, gave Paint-' 
er 2366 votes, while the recount showed 
that he actually received (2296 votes, 4 
loss of Tk The original returns gave 
Gmelich 1283 votes, and the recount 1231— 
a loss of 12. 

The recount of the votes indicates that 
rank frauds were perpetrated in the 
senatorial primary in the Sixteenta 
Ward. Miles and Brennan were lined 
up for Stone, and had their machine 
working for him.

Fear of Federal Investigation 
Causes Bonfires in Chi- 
cago Stock Yards. 


Thousands of documents, some of 
which, it is said, would prove packing 
concerns guilty of rebating, have been 
burned by companies in the Stockyards 
district since the Government started its 
investigation into the affairs of Morris & 
Co., according to word received by the 
United States District Attorney. 

There was quick action on the part 
of the authorities. Secret service men 


were hurriea io the Stockyards to learm 
what employes had sorted the claims 
and burned the documents found in the 
files. It is proposed to subpena them 
before the grand jury. 

The packers got word less than a 
week ago that the Government's inves- 
tigation wag not to end with Morris & 
Co., and that there was to be an in- 
quiry e@oncerning supposed rebates to 
other concerns. Almost immediately the 
office forces of certain concerns which 
the Government contemplated investi- 
gating got busy with old books and pa- 
pers ard there were several small bon- 
fires. 

In spite of this attempt to block the 
investigation, the Federal authorities 
are planning to proceed with the in- 
quiry. There. still remain the files of 
the railroad companies which are avalil- 
able for the use ‘of the Federal grand 
jury and which contain duplicates of 
much of the correspondence on the mat- 
ter of damage claims. There is no fear 
that the railroad companies will burn 
their records, for such action is for- 
bidden by law. ⸗

The coal-chrrying railroads are con- 
sidering an increase in the coal freight 
rates from the Illinois fields to St. Louis. 
Rates averaging 2% cents a ton to Bast 
St. Louis and 50 cents to St. Louis went 
into effect early in January. — 

The railroad freight traffic managers 


are of the opinion that these rates are 
too low. Some time between now and 


¢| April 1 a meeting will be held to con- 


sider the advisability of restoring the 
old rates, 42 cents to East St. Louis and 
62 cents to St. Louis. 


All coal taken from mines within a 


radius of 70 miles of East St. Louis is 
handled on the basis of the new rates. 
At a meeting of railroad traffic men in 
Chicago Thursday rates from the coal 
fields to Chicago were discussed, but no 
action was taken. Another meeting, to 
be called by the chairman, will be held 
later, but railroad men say that the 


prospects of the roads agreeing upon 


higher rates are not encouraging. 


At Sea as to Reason, 

Railroad men do not seem to know 
just why rates ‘were reduced in the St. 
Louts and East St. Louis territory. Some 
of the roads interested in coal mines, 
notably the Southern, made a cut in the 
rates without notifying the other roads, 
and this was followed by @ general re- 
duction on the part of all the coal-carry- 
ing roads. 

The reduced rates have given coal 
dealers having contracts with consum- 
ers an opportufiity to increase their 
profits, but they have not benefited 
the average consumer. Coal men say 
that the restoration of the old rates 
‘will not increase the price of coal to the 
consumer, but will cut down the deal- 
er’s profit.

‘is. | Louis Coal Traffic Bureau, told a Post- 


Dispatch reporter Friday that no meet- 
ing has been called “To consider coal 
rates, and that he had ne information 
that any action to increase the rates is 
contemplated. The traffic managers of 
railroads, who requested that their 
names be not used, freely expressed the 
opinion that such a meeting will be 
held in the near future, and that an 
effort will be made to restore the old 
rates. 

James S. Kuhn, secretary of the De- 
voy & Feuerborn Coal Co., said he 
fully agreed with the railroads that 
rates are too low, and feared that un- 
less they are increased the cars wil) 
be diverted from the coal fields for 
more profitable traffic. He said the 
increage in the rate would not affect 
the average consumer. 

W. H. Boehmer of the Boehmer Coal 
Co, said the present rates are very 
satisfactory, and that he could see no 
excuse for increasing them. He said 
they should have been reduced when 
the financial depression started. Mr. 
Boehmer said he did’ not think the 
coal men would resist the movement 
to increase the rates, but he ex-

Governor, in — Criticises 
Method of Bookkeeping 
Adopted. 


CALLS RATE LAW FAIR 


Declares That Experience Has 
Shown Fair Profit at 
Legal Tariff. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 22.—Gov. 
Hadley made the principal argument 
here today for the State in the suit be- 
gun by the railroads to prevent the en- 
forcement of the maximum freight rate 
and 2-cent passenger rate laws, and a 
great array of railroad attorneys and 
others were on hand to hear him. Judge 
O. M. Spencer of St.' Joseph, general 
solicitor of the Chicago; Burlington & 
Quincy Road, made the leading argu- 
ment of the day for the railways be- 
fore Judge Smith McPherson. 

Gardiner Lathrop, for the Santa Fe, 
will address the Court tomorrow. 

The chief point made by former Attor- 
ney-General Hadley in his argument for 
the constitutionality of the laws, was 
that the railroads had devised a special 
system of accounting in order to prove 
their contention that these laws are con- 
fiscatory. 

After reviewing the progress of legis- 
lation since the early 70’s, and showing 
that the pleas made by the railroads 
that the various attempts at State and 
Federal regulation of rates meant ruin 
had always been contradicted by the 
facts, the former Attorney-General re- 
ferred to the State enactments of 1907, 
which reduced certain freight rates as 
much as 30 per cent, and fixed the pas- 
senger rate at 2 cents per mile. The 
railroads had then applied for an in- 
junction, which was refused in the case 
of the 2-cent passenger rate, the Court 
holding that the reasonabieness of the 
law could enly be tested by actual ex- 
perience. 

Lower Rate Increased Travel, 


At the end of the three ,months al- 
lowed for trial, no complaint was heard, 
the decrease in the rate having re- 
sulted in such an increase in travel 
as to prevent any decrease in revenue. 

But the panic @f 1907-8 seriously affect- 
ed the railroad business, as it did all 
other business, and this is the principal 
cause of the present appeal of the rall- 
roads for a permanent injunction. They 
offer a mass of evidence which, on its 
face, would seem to prove their conten- 
tion. : 

But the theory ‘upon which they base 
their contention, Mr. Hadley insisted, is 
absurd. In order to discover the cost 
and profit of the railroad business in 
Missouri it is necessary to separate the 
expense of carrying on the freight and 
passenger business within the State 
from the expense of carrying on. the 
same busines that passes through the 
State. 

Problem in Bookkeeping. 


This is a bookkeeping problem, and 
it is just here that 4he railroads have 
devised a system of bookkeeping for the 
purposes of this litigation. They con- 
tend that the profit made should be 
determined by dividing the entire ex- 
pense in proportion to the revenue de- 
rived from the two classes of traffic. 

The State contends that in the division 
of these expenses the only rational pasis 
is to divide it according to the cost of 
service. If the railroads are right in 
their contention, there is no question 
but that these laws are unconstitutional. 
If the State is right in its contenion, 
then the laws are fair. 

“It seems to me,’’ said Mr. Hadley, 
“that the fallacy of the railroads’ ar- 
eument upon this proposition is readily 
demonstrated by the fact that the great- 
er the revenue derived from the State 
business, the greater the expense, ac- 
cording to this theory, incident to the 
doing of that business. ’ 


Disproven by Facts, 


“But the taeta and figures, in the case 
of. the Burlington Railroad, for éx- 
ample, disprove the theory. If the con- 
tention of the railroads were true, this 
road would have been losing on its 
freight business alone in the State of 
Missouri at the rate of $2;300,000 a year, 
instead of making net earnings of $5000 
per mile in Missouri, or nearly double 
its net earnings per mile for ite entire 
system.” 


+ In the passenger business, the speak- 
er contended, the facts are equally 
strong in favor of the State’s conten- 
tion. The 2cent rate was no new 
thing. Before the passage of the 2- 
cent law, in the years 1904-5, the Bur- 
lington and Missouri Pacific had re- 
ceived less than 2 cents on an average 
for each passenger carried one mile. 


Profit at Low Rate. 


Yet the Burlington had received a net 
profit of $3,164,043, representing a profit 
of 3 cent’ out of each Yollar earned, a 
return of 11% per cent upon the value 
of its property used in the passenger 
service. And the Missouri Pacific during 
those years had a net profit of $1,548,567, 
representing a profit of 26 cents out of 
each dollar earned, a return of 5% per 
cent.“

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President Walle Situation 
With Reference to Japan 
as Critical. 

By Wire From the Washington Bu. 
renu of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—In what he 
intended to be a cautious manner, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has informed a number 
of callers that, in his opinion, the state 
of affairs between Japan and this coun- 
try on account of proposed legislation 
in California, is decidedly critical. The 
inference drawn was that the Japanese, 
foolishly or otherwise. seem bent on 
making the desire of California to re- 
strict the activities ot yvapanese subjects 
the basis for the gravest of representa- 

tions. ‘ 

Believing this country to be in danger 
of serious trouble with Japan, the Presi-. 
dent has devoted his efforts toward per- 
suading Californiants that they must 
restrain whatever feelings they may 
have on the subject of Japanese immi- 
gration so as to, save the national Gov- 
ernment from difficulties. Senator Flint 
has been at the White House three times 
in two days to listen to his arguments 
as to what he (the Senator) should do 
to influence public sentiment in his own 
State against the enactment of the pro- 
posed legislation. 

President Roosevelt thinks the mem- 
bers of the California delegation in Con- 
gress should lecture their constituents 
on the immorality of breaking faith with 
the Japanese. 

The national administration is pro- 
ceeding wpon the assumption that the 
Japanese Government is carrying out, in 
good faith, its’ promise to restrict the 
emigration of the laboring classes. That 
promise was given in exchange for a 
promise on the part of the United States 
that in the event of such restriction the 
offensive school regulations would be re- 
pealed. — 

Secretary Straus has prepared figures 
showing that Japanese immigration 
since the school agreement went into 
effect, has practically ceased.

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MASTER-FIDDLE 
HEARD AT ODEON 


As Symphony Soloist He In- 
terprets Tschaikowsky’s 
Great Concerto. 











SPLENDID ACHIEVEMENT 





Big Audience Becomes Vastly 
Enthusiastic Over Kubelik’s 
Conceded Rival. 





T was with his exquisite interpreta- 
| tion of the second movement of the 

great Tschaikowsky concerto for the 
violin in D major that Mischa Elman 
last night proved his high quality ‘to 
one of the biggest and most finely repre- 
sentative audiences ever assembled in 
the Odeon. 

It was known, as a matter of course, 
that he was a technical master of his 
instrument—the issue to be decided by 
the crucial test of the Tschaikowsky 
composition was that greater question 
of his capacity for emotional feeling 
and for its expression in music. This 

the supreme demand made by the 

ignant violin song which constitutes 
the Tschaikowsky concerto's canzonetta 
phase, in which the Russian composer 
voices what is perhaps the sincerest 
melodic utterance of his strangé and 
somber inspiration. The violinist seek- 
ing to be the medium through which this 
revelation becomes audible to the world 
needs more than mere virtuosity for the 
performance of his task. It is impera- 
tive that his own soul be of tempera- 
mental kinship to the composer’s and 
that it finds its tonal speech in a com- 
mand of its instrument far more com- 
prehensive than is possible to téchnical 
mastery alone. -Failing in this complete 
revelation, the player of this splendid 
werk fails utterly. 


A Great Composttion Greatly Played. 


Mischa Elman did not fail when he 
encountered the test at last night’s Sym- 
phony concert. In the opening move- 
ment of the composition he had permit- 
ted his audience to gauge his power in 
technique. Then, suddenly, taking the 
theme of the second movement from the 
wood-winds and horns of the orchestra, 
with a mellew sweetness and clarity of 
tone that ravished the ear, he swung 
into the solo violin’s own song and be- 


\gan his revelation of the individual soul 


that made him worthy for its playing: 
In the moments that followed, during 
which the violin remains supreme in its 
loneliness of utterance, relieved only at 
wide intervals by a few notes of sweet 
accord from flute and clarinet and an 
under current of soft whisperings from 


‘the strings, this boy come out of Russia 


proved once and for all that another 
great fiddler has emerged into the 
world’s ken and must ef necessity be 
reckoned with in the same spirit as that 
in which we contemplate Kubelik, him- 
self the wonder of the generation.

first season, too, the marvel of Mischa 
Himan is his youth, placed against the 
maturity of his interpretative genius. It 
seems incredible that one so young 
should either comprehend or express the 
unspeakable sweet sadness of the crea- 
tive mood which produced this move- 
ment of Tschaikowsky’s neble composi- 
tion. Yet that Mischa Elman felt it, 
and that he gave the highest utterance 
to such feeling, was an assured fact long 
before the closing. notes of the score 
were sounded. The only point of diver- 
gence betweet this new player and the 
brooding-eyed Kubelik is a certain qual- 
ity of heartache in the|latter’s work, a 
strain of anguish so acute at times as 
seemingly to grip the heart and squeeze 
it to a point of emotional response that 
lingers in the memory as a recollection 
of actual pain in its quivering keen- 
ness. Mischa Elman’s voicing of 
Techaikowsky’s wistful melancholy is 
of a gentler and softer quality, with 
something benignant in it, a some- 
thing that takes away the cruel hurt 
of the Kubelik interpretation. Its sig- 
nificant promise, it seems to me, is that 
of the ripening of this new young vio- 
linist into a mellowness and dignity 
of art that is not likely to be found 
in the ultimate Kubelik development.

Such financial genius as that youthhas shown 
should not be added to the other advantages a 
plumber possesses. Think what such a born ac- 
countant could do in the way of making out a bill 
for thawing a frozen pipe or for putting brown 
laundry soap in a leaky gas fixture! 
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“TAKEN ‘CARE OF.” 

As John Davidson Rockefeller, of the Standard 
Ofl Co., is explaining his motives in his Remin- 
iscences, he makes it clear that they are now 
benevolent. He wishes to use his immense for- 
tune to change everything in the United States for 
the better, using his own standard to decide what 
is better for all other people. 

Using this standard, he decides that “the teach- 
ers, the workers, the inspired leaders of the peo- 
ple should be relieved from pressing and belit- 
tling money cares.” 

This sounds like sublimity. Some “inspired 
leaders of the people” may think it is so. If 
they accept the Rockefeller standard and are re- 
lieved accordingly from “belittling money cares” 
they are likely to go on thinking so. But trans- 
lated into the language of the First Ward, this 
apparent sublimity can mean only that they “will 
be taken care of.”’ And everybody knows what 
that means. Those who wish the scientific view 
of it, will find it indexed in the “Primer of Po- 
litical Economy” under the “Control of Subsist- 
ence.” 

The inspired leader, teacher and guide who 
starts out as a new Moses and ends by becoming un 
endowed appendage of a system, supported from 
the interest on Oil bonds and similar scurities, 
must be inspired finally with the idea that these 
stand for the highest philanthropy, regardless of 
law or common opinion. Instead of earning his 
right to the only leadership that ought to be pos- 
sible, that of mind independence, energy enough 
to face the worst difficulties of life and solve 
them for others through personal experience, he 
becomes a parasite and a hopeless dependent, in- 
capable of leading in any direction except back- 
wards.
